December brings Christmas, Hanuk* 
kah and New Year’s Eve, traditionai times 
of ceiebration and Joy. But December may 
aiso bring tragedy to 5000 Caiifornia fam* 
iiies with ioved ones who become vic¬ 
tims of motor vehicie coiiisions because 
someone mixed aicohoi and driving. 

One of the ways to reduce the po- 
tentiai for these neediess coiiisions is for 
hosts and hostesses to promote the “de¬ 
signated driver’’ concept at aii gatherings 
where aicohoi wiii be served. 

Peter O’Rourke, director of the Office 
of Traffic Safety, expiains it this way: 
“All that is required is for a select few 
to volunteer before the party to drink 
non-alcoholic beverages and to drive other 
guests home. The responsibility is rotated 
to other volunteers at the next party.’’ 

The number of tragic collisions result¬ 
ing in death or injury can be reduced if 
this act of good will is offered at holiday 
gatherings. “What better gift can a person 
offer this holiday season than to care 
about the lives of family and friends?’’ 
O’Rourke asked.

‘quit smoking’ 
clinics 

Businesses, hospitals, churches and 
synagogues can now conduct smoking 
cessation clinics for their employees, 
members or the community. In order to be 
able to offer this clinic, all an organiza¬ 
tion has to do is send someone to the 
American Lung Association of L.A. Coun¬ 
ty’s two-day training session, Thursday 
and Friday, Jan. 29 and 30, at the Lung 
Association’s headquarters, 5858 Wllshire 
Blvd., L.A. 

Those attending the two-day inten¬ 
sive training session will learn how to 
conduct Freedom From Smoking clinics 
and will receive all the materials neces¬ 
sary to put on these clinics. This seven- 
session stop smoking program, which was 
developed by the American Lung Associa¬ 
tion, is successfully being used nation¬ 
wide to help people kick the habit and 
stay quit. 

Since surveys have found that over 
80% of smokers would like to quit, orga¬ 
nizations that offer Freedom From Smok¬ 
ing clinics would be providing a much 
needed service. 

The cost to attend the two-day train¬ 
ing session is $30 and includes lunch and 
parking both days. The materials necessa¬ 
ry to conduct clinics must be purchased 
and are not included in the registration 
fee. The deadline for registration is Dec. 
15.

The romantic 
sleigh and reindeer 
soon became an en¬ 
during fixture of the 
Santa Claus story. , 

• The modern Santa 
Claus sprang from the 
imagination of writer 
Washington Irving, 
who also gave us the 
headless horseman of 
Sleepy Hollow and Rip 
Van Winkle. Working 
from earlier legends, 
Irving invented the 
character in this 1809 
book, Knickerbocker’s 
History, and his Santa 
rode in a horse-drawn 
wagon. 

Irving’s Santa was 
forever changed in 
1822, when Columbia 
Univeresity President 
W. Clement Moore 
wrote “A Visit from 
St. Nicholas.” The 
verse that begins, 

“ 'Twas the night be¬ 
fore Christmas . . .” 
put Santa firmly in the 
driver’s seat of a sleigh 
behind eight reindeer: 
Dasher, Dancer, Pran- 
cer. Vixen, Comet, 
Cupid, Donder and 
Blitzen. 

For years, Moore 
tried to conceal his 
authorship of the enor¬ 
mously popular poem, 
which he had intended 
only to be recited to 
his children at Christ¬ 
mas. But, eventually 
the truth got out, and 
Moore’s immortality 
now rests with that 
piece of verse.

Weather 
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Commission recommends 
redefinition, ciarif ication 
of ‘orderiy deveiopmenf

An R-3 zoning ordinance, with the avowed 
intent of classifying and setting “standards for 
the orderly development of residential-medium 
density areas in a manner that will be compatible 
with Sierra Madre's residential character and com¬ 
munity image,” was recommended by the Sierra 
Madre Planning Commission at Thursday’s public 
hearing. 

The commission voted unanimously to forward 
the ordinance to City Council, with the addition 
of a few minor changes. 

The commission’s recommendation came only, 
after Commissioner James Hester’s lengthy and 
repeated insistence that stringent height limitations 
* be defined to prevent roof heights from exceeding 
30 feet above natural grade of the lot. Hester’s 
thrust was intended, he maintained, to preserve 
Sierra Madre’s image and to limit growth. 

At one point in the discussion, following 
comment by Commissioner Ross Tyree that Hester s 
suggestions could result in no building at all, 
Hester replied: “That’s what I want — no growth 
in Sierra Madre.” 

The commission’s recommendation to City 
Council including the following suggestions for 


change: 


An addition to the R*2 section o.f the 
code, requiring future development to 
R-3 standards; 

City Council redefine the section limit¬ 
ing building heights; 

Inclusion of Incentive to preserve his¬ 
toric structures requiring relocation as 
a result of development; and 


• Clarification of the requirement that 
recreational stnietuies In multi-unit 
developments be within the permitted 
building area. 

As proposed, the new R-3 ordinance would 
restrict the density for smaller properties — 7000 
to 9000 square feet — and provide density bonuses 
for larger properties. It also would adjust set¬ 
backs, by increasing the setback for larger projects. 
This would reduce the actual buildable area, af¬ 
fecting the density. 

The ordinance would also provide protection 
to adjoining R-1, or single-family-dwelling, resi¬ 
dential areas. 

The commission also approved a variance for 
front and side setbacks on a building lot at the 
corner of Las Rocas Drive and Sycamore Place, 
for Erwin Alfrey, owner of the property. The var¬ 
iance, which was opposed by James and Eugenie 
Laudenslager of Las Rdcas Drive on esthetic and 
safely grounds, was granted on condition that final 
construction and landscaping documents for the 
property development be submitted to the com¬ 
mission for approval. 

Also granted was an extension for filing with 
the County recorder, of a variance sought by Dianne 
McKinney to create two building lots on parcel of 
land at the corner of Grandview and Camillo. 

The extension was granted only after several 
commissioners commented on the need for a special 
ordinance section to cover the canyon area, where 
many of the existing lots arc smaller than called 
for in an Rl-15 zone.

Historic home 
maikers expiained

Marilyn Stoops, in a letter to the Public Forum 
section of this paper, asks the question, “Just 
what designates a ‘historic home’ here’?” Her 
reason for asking is that she has noticed some his¬ 
toric homes in Sierra Madre have bronze plaques 
as historic markers and others, which seem equally 
historic, do not. 

It is not the first time this question has been 
asked and certainly some explanation is in order. 

In 1976, as one of Sierra Madre’s activities 
to honor our country’s Bicentennial, the Cultural 
Heritage Commission placed these plaques to carry 
out the city’s purpose of defining landmarks. In 
previous years, the Historical Society had placed 
bronze markers at the Sierra Madre Pioneer Ceme¬ 
tery, the foot of the historic Mount Wilson Trail 
and at the bell tower in Kersting Court. 

The commission compiled a list using the cri¬ 
teria that any Sierra Madre home which was built 
prior to 1900 was eligible to receive a plaque. 
Permission was required from the homeowner to

The trend, they say, is toward mini-marts and 
computer-operated stations. Eventually, all stations 
such as theirs will close, they contend.

Arcadia youth wins award

When 17-year-old Mike Jacoby made a trip to 
Iwo Jima with his grandparents almost two years 
ago, he had no idea that the experience would 
lead to his winning $10,000. 

However, last Friday, Jacoby was in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. where U.S. Senator Pete Wilson from 
California presented a $10,000 check to Jacoby be¬ 
cause his two-page essay about a reunion of Jap¬ 
anese and American veterans at Iwo Jima won the 
grand prize in Rotary International’s “Letters for 
Peace” contest. 

Jacoby had accompanied his grandparents to 
the Pacific island in February, 1985, to attend 
ceremonies commemorating the 40th anniversary of 
the Iwo Jima invasion. 

Last spring the Arcadia youth learned of the 
contest to write an essay about peace in the form 
of a letter to a world leader sponsored by Rotary, 
held in connection with the United Nations-declared 
International Year of Peace, with the Arcadia club 
offering a $400 scholarship, plus $100 cash. 

His essay, written as a letter to President 
Reagan, won the local prize and eventually was 
the winner over some 45,000 others from more 
than 40 countries around the world. 

While on Iwo Jima, Jacoby was touched by 
the friendly interaction between the Japanese and 
Americans, who, “40 years ago, had been mortal 
enemies.” 

“Forty years ago, the very spot where we stood 
had been alive with bombs, flame throwers and 
hatred. How could so much have changed in 
only 40 years? How many times have enemies 
stood together as friends after murderous attacks 
on each other?” wrote the essay winner. 

Jacoby flew to Washington D.C. with Jim 
Hanrahan, Arcadia Rotary president, for the award 
presentation by U.N. Representative Phyllis Kamin¬ 
sky, Rotary International Director Bryce Kendall 
and Wilson. 

Jacoby also won an all-expense-paid trip for

the Catskills 80 miles 
north of New York 
city, where he knew 
many German families 
lived. In mid-Decem¬ 
ber of 1851, Carr filled 
two ox-slcds with young 
firs and spruces, load¬ 
ed them on a steam¬ 
boat, and sold them 
for a handsome pro¬ 
fit at New York’s Wash¬ 
ington Market. 

By 1880 a veritable 
forest of 200,000 trees 
was moving to Wash¬ 
ington Market from 
all over the Northeast. 
They came on boats, 
by trains, and in big 
horse-drawn farm wa¬ 
gons. Although cedar 
trees were popular in the 
1860s, by 1880 the 
fashion had switched 
to evergreens that dried 
more slowly, creating 
less of a fire hazard 
when decorated with 
lighted candles. Many 
early . photographs 
show hemlocks, but 
they had disadvan¬ 
tages, since their 
branches are too lacy 
and frail to support 
many ornaments. 

• Up in Maine, bal¬ 
sam firs had always 
been considered a nuis¬ 
ance, because they grew 
like weeds. But in 1892 
a steam yacht return¬ 
ing to Boston from 
Newfoundland stopped 
at a small town on 
Maine’s Penobscot 
Bay. The yacht’s own¬ 
er loaded 500 young 
balsam trees and sold 
them in Boston’s 
Christmas market at 
Fanueil Hall. Within 
a few years, balsam 
became New Eng¬ 
land’s favorite tree, 
and the Christmas trade 
sparked an economic 
boomfor Maine. 

• In the Midwest, 
Christmas trees for 
cities like Chicago 
came largely by boat 
from the forests of 
Michigan. As early as 
1887, two brothers 
named Schuenemann 
sailed from Michigan 
in their fishing schoon¬ 
er with a load of trees 
lashed to the deck. 
They tied by beside 
Chicago’s Clark Street 
bridge and began sell¬ 
ing their trees. Al¬ 
though both brothers 
were later lost in Lake 
Michigan storms, the 
younger brother’s wi¬ 
dow took over the 
business in 1913, and 
the Schuenemann Christ¬ 
mas tree ships became 
part of Chicago his¬ 
tory. 

• By 1920 Christmas 
tree cultivation had be¬ 
come a profitable busi¬ 
ness in many parts of 
the country. Farmers 
were pleased to find a _ 
crop suitable for grow¬ 
ing on rocky upland 
pastures and other un¬ 
productive pieces of., 
land. 

In the 1930s Frank-' 
lin D. Roosevelt was 
the country’s best- 
known Christmas tree 
farmer. Roosevelt help¬ 
ed popularize the con¬ 
cept of growing Christ¬ 
mas trees on his estate 
at Hyde Park, N.Y. 

This year, 32 mil¬ 
lion Christmas trees 
are being sold in the 
United States — big 
business by any stan¬ 
dard. The most popu¬ 
lar tree is the scotch 
pine, a European im¬ 
port popularized in the 
1930s by a Pennsyl¬ 
vania car saleman and 
entrepreneur named 
Fred Musser. But no 
matter how many trees 
are cut and sold, the 
fundamentals of the 
business haven’t 
changed much since 
Mark Carr’s time. The 


and Frigga’s tears 
turned to mistletoe 
berries. So impressed 
were the gods that they 
saved Balder. Frigga 
was so overjoyed that 
she kissed everyone 
who walked beneath 
the mistletoe. 

• In Mexican homes, 
the poinsettia is 
known as “Flora de 
la Noche-buena’’ — 
THE Christmas Eve 
flower. And in homes 
across America, this 
colorful plant has be¬ 
come as much a part 
of Christmas tradition 
as the Christmas tree. 

Americans inherited 
the tradition of high¬ 
lighting Christmas with 
poinsettias from our 
Mexican neighbors. 
Numerous legends at¬ 
tempt to explain its 
popularity there. Ac¬ 
cording to one, many 
years ago a young 
child in Cuernavaca 
wept because she had 
no flowers to place at 
the manger. 

• An angel appeared 
to the child and direc¬ 
ted her to pick a 
weed from the road¬ 
side, place it before 
the altar, and wait. The 
child obeyed, and soon 
after the weed was 
placed at the Nativity 
scene, it was trans¬ 
formed into a tall, beau¬ 
tiful plant, bearing the 
whorl of scarlet leaves 
that became the poin¬ 
settia. 

The plant was intro¬ 
duced into the United 
States about 1830 by 
Joel Robert Poinsett, 
the first minister to 
Mexico and an able 
botanist. After supply¬ 
ing his own green¬ 
houses in Greenville, 
S.G., he distributed 
plants to his friends 
and to botanical gar¬ 
dens. 

• Until the middle of 
the nineteenth cen¬ 
tury, any family that 
wanted a Christmas 
tree either cut the tree 
themselves or ordered 
one from a farmer, 
the custom was prac¬ 
ticed mostly by Ger¬ 
man - Americans, al¬ 
though Americans of 
other stock were begin¬ 
ning to hear about 
the tradition. 

All that changed in 
1951, when a New 
Yorker named Mark 
Carr started that city’s 
first Christmas tree 
business. Carr lived in

O Fortunately, the 
day when Santa dis¬ 
cards his sleigh for a 
snowmobile has not 
yet arrived, 
o Decking the halls 
with holly or hanging 
mistletoe are nothing 
new. These and other 
plants and flowers that 
we associate with 
Christmas have long 
traditions. 

• In ancient Rome, 
holly wreaths were sent 
to newly - married 
couples to express con¬ 
gratulations and good 
will. Like other peo¬ 
ples around the world, 
the Romans believed 
that the holly warded 
off evil spirits. In 
England it protected 
against witches, dogs, 
and wild beasts. 

• At Christmas, every 
house, church, street 
corner, and market 
place in London was 
decorated with holly. 
Upon discovering holly 
in America, the early 
settlers were overjoyed 
to find a touch of 
“home” in the new 
land. 

The Indians of Penn¬ 
sylvania used holly as 
a badge of courage, 
while New Jersey In¬ 
dians used the wood 
for tomahawk handles. 
Tribes to the south 
drank holly tea to give 
them strength. 

• Mistletoe has an 
equally ancient his¬ 
tory. Druids used the 
plant to cure many 
ills, and Indian tribes 
chewed the leaves to 
relieve toothaches. In 
recent years a drug 
was derived from mis¬ 
tletoe to lower blood 
pressure. 

The custom of kiss¬ 
ing under the mistle¬ 
toe comes from the 
Norse legend of Bal¬ 
der, the sun god. 
Fearing for her son’s 
life, Frigga extracted 
promises from every 
living thing not to kill 
Balder. Unfortunately, 
she forgot the mistle¬ 
toe. 

The rival god Loki 
made a sharp arrow 
of mistletoe wood and 
shot Balder. As the 
myth goes, Balder’s 
light (the sun) lessened. 


place the marker and there were some owners, 
who, for whatever their reasons, refused the plaque. 

Now the list does include the Jameson/Baker 
house, built in 1908, and the 1906 home of Sierra 
Madre’s first mayor, Charles W. Jones. The only 
feasible explanation for this I can find is that the 
correct dates of these two homes was not known 
at the time and it was thought they were close 
enough to be included. 

But Stoops wonders why the Ward home at 
273 E. Highland does not have a plaque. It was 
one of the stops on the Preservation Society’s 
October home tour and the lour brochure stated 
it was built in 1903. This seems to have been an 
oversight or the 1903 was considered too late. 

However, the Ward ranch itself — the site of 
where the home is located — was established back 
in 1891 by E. Waldo Ward Sr. and has great 
historic significance as the oldest business in Sierra 
Madre and the only remaining one of the original 
Sierra Madre ranches. But, 1 think it was evident 
that the commission had plans to add additional 
places to their list and this was never done. 

Another point of information should be made, 
too, about these homes with plaques. Many people 
have the idea they are protected from ever being 
torn down or altered in some way. This is not true. 
The markers can only be an honorary designation. 

One home built in the 1860s by John Richard¬ 
son, which last stood on Old Ranch Rd. and which 
was on that 1976 list, was torn down very easily 
by a developer. 

The present Cultural Heritage Commission has 
made protection of our historic sites its number one 
priority. They are working to compile a more 
complete inventory list of Sierra Madre’s historic 
buildings and sites and have already been success¬ 
ful in getting ordinances passed which do offer a 
degree of protection. There are also incentives for 
owners to encourage preservation. However, in most 
cases, the bottom line in historic preservation is up 
to the property owner. 

The Cultural Heritage Commission appreciates 
your interest and support in their efforts to save 
what is historically important to Sierra Madre. Also, 
your suggestions are needed as well as information 
about historic homes. 

But getting back to Marilyn Stoops, I hope 
the above information will shed some light on 
historic markers and how they came about.

Books 
about Rudolph, TV 
shows, and assorted 
novelties have made 
him a Christmas hero. 
In the process, Ru¬ 
dolph has made mil¬ 
lions of dollars for holi¬ 
day entrepreneurs. 

• All of this is a far 
cry from real reindeer, 
which forage their fri¬ 
gid way across the Arc¬ 
tic barrens at the top 
of the world. Reindeer 
and caribou belong to 
the same species, al¬ 
though reindeer are 
smaller than caribou 
and lighter in color. 
In Europe, the reindeer 
has been more or less 
domesticated since the 
eleventh or twelfth 
century, principally by 
nomadic Siberian tribes, 
Laplanders, and their 
descendants. 

• But domistication 
did not mean life in 
a pen for reindeer. 
On the contrary, their 
wandering ways were 
contemplated by the 
footloose lifestyle of 
their keepers, who fol- 
lo<ved the herds across 
the tundra above the 
Arctic Circle. Reindeer 
meat and milk are still 
staples in those barren 
lands and the herding 
continues, but the 
Lapps — those long¬ 
time nomads of the 
northern Scandinavian 
countries — are be¬ 
ginning to adopt a more 
sedentary lifestyle. In¬ 
creasingly, there are 
permanent houses to 
live in, snowmobiles to 
use in tending their 
herds, and tourists to

Prevent choking deaths 


Asphyxia occurs when 
the body does not re¬ 
ceive enough oxygen. 
Nearly 2000 deaths by 
asphyxia occur each year 
as a result of food or 
foreign objects being 
caught in the airway, 
making it impossible to 
breathe. Sudden death 
may be caused by ob¬ 
struction of the air pass¬ 
ages directly or by pres¬ 
sure of a foreign body 
within the esophagus. 
Two-thirds of the deaths 
reported are in children 
under the age of four. 

Choking most often 
occurs while eating. A 
variety of foods and for¬ 
eign bodies may lead to 
blockage of the airway. 
Often, choking will be 
associated with an exces¬ 
sive intake of alcohol, 
poorly fitting upper or 
lower dentures, or large, 
poorly chewed pieces of 
food. 

It is crucial that a chok¬ 
ing victim be recognized 
and treated immediately. 
The following symptoms 
indicate that a person 
may be choking: 

— Gasping or noisy 
breathing 

— Grasping of one’s 
own throat 

— Inability to talk 


— Difficulty in breath- ' 
ing; coughing: c 
breathing may stop i 
— Skin becomes pale, j 
white, gray or blue 
— Panic in expression I 
and action I 

— Unconsciousness I 

eventually develops i 
If a victim is still breath¬ 
ing and is still able to 
speak or cough effective¬ 
ly, they are probably ex¬ 
periencing only a partial 
obstruction. DO NOT in¬ 
terfere with their attempts 
to expel the foreign 
body. Encourage them to 
make forceful attempts 
at coughing. 

Rescue techniques have 
been developed to save 
choking victims. Once you 
determine that a person 
is indeed choking, follow 
these guidelines to keep 
a victim alive until medi¬ 
cal help arrives. 

If the victim cannot 
breathe and is standing 
or sitting, stand behind 
the victim with your arms 
around his or her waist. 
Place your fist with the 
thumb side against the 
victim’s stomach slight¬ 
ly above the navel and be¬ 
low the ribs and breast¬ 
bone. Hold the fist with 
your other hand and give 
four quick, forceful up¬ 


ward thrusts. This man¬ 
euver increases pressure 
in the abdomen which 
pushes up the diaphragm. 
This in turn increases 
the air pressure in the 
lungs and will hopefully 
force out the object. Do 
not squeeze with your 
arms, just use your fists. 

If this gives no results, 
repeat the process. Look 
to see if the object ap¬ 
pears in the victim’s 
mouth or on top of his 
throat. If you can see the 
object, use your fingers 
in a sweeping motion to 
remove it. Otherwise, do 
not put your fingers in 
the victim’s mouth. 

If the victim is an in¬ 
fant or a small child, 
place the child’s body 
across your forearm or 
lap with the head low 
and face down. 

If you are alone and 
choking, try to cough 
forcefully; if that doesn’t 
work, place your fist and 
; other hand into your sto¬ 
mach slightly above your 
; navel and below your 
: ribs. Give yourself four

- ing your stomach force-
